According to a report from his 
wing commander, Tommy had 
taken part in 21 operations over 
some of the enemy's most strong- 
ly defended and important tar- 
gets, and for his "cheerful dis- 
position, keenness and determina- 
tion," he* earned a recommenda- 
tion for a commission. 

Enlisting in December, 1040, 
when he was only 18, he earned 
his wireless air gunner's wing in 
December, JM1, and proceeded 
overseas in February, 1942.

Roches Point,

Ont.. writes an Interesting letter 
concerning bygone days to the 

Stouffville Tribune; 

"As. n recipient of your newsy 
country paper since Jnn. I, I feel 
Impelled to write some of (he mem- 
ories of long ago, and trust that 
they may be Interesting to some of 
your readers of the present day. 
Where to begin Is rptlte puzzling, 
so In looking around the various 
towns and villages I will start at 
Rlngwootl, where 1 first went to 
school In that brick schooMiouae 
with all the turrets or steeples «n 
It, and situated Just north of the 
village. Remember the Silvest- 
er storo on the corner an you turn 
towuT.li Stouffville from 8th con. 
On the southwest corner was New- 
berry Button's hotel and Mr. 
nation was a typical hotclmnn of 
the English typo and n lover of 
fine hordes. 

"Oolng north up the 8th conces- 
sion we pass many good farms, 
owned by Hoovers, Hrownsbcrgers, 
Boyers, McCnlls, Focklcrs and 
Recsors, many others whom 1 fall 
to recollect. Coming to the water- 
ing troirgh at foot of a swamp 
near Hiker HID, It was Interesting 
to see the farmers stop to refresh 
their horse In the cool running 
water. Further on we come to a 
well-known resident by the name 
of Lemon, who had a great home 
remedy known as *Oreen Moun- 
tain Oil/ which was peddled In the 
district and was well and favor- 



ably received by housewives, Mr. 
Lemon'a son, Ed., was a school 
friend of mine at Markham high 
reboot and I believe is now In 
Minneapolis with a big chemical 
concern. 

"Further on we come to linker 
Hill, a fine settlement of excellent 
farmers with an historical back- 
ground as recorded In your paper 
by Seneca linker, one of the natives. 
Seneca Baker would bo la my class 
and saw the advent of bicycles. 
Ford cars, paved roads, movie 
pictures, phonographs, cigarette* 
smoking women, also the coming 
of electric Ice boxes, stoves, Iron- 
crs and warming pads, typewriters, 
adding machines, roller skates, 
zippers, fireworks, Toronto exhibi- 
tion and Markham fair, chicken 
hatcheries, airplanes, artificial ice, 
skating rinks, alr-condltloncd 
homes and theatres, baby carriages 
and U-boats. 

"Abner Baker could go back fur- 
ther, for la his early days ho 
never saw a cream separator, 
wifety razor, camera, beauty par- 
lor, fountain pon, wrist-watch, 
lawn mower, inside plumbing, fly- 
ing machine, stop sign, ncvur 
heard of a vitamin, but ho did eco 
the old wooden baby rocker, the 
dash churn, and the farmers taking 
their butter to market in five- 
gallon crocks to soli at 16c a pound, 
and «ggs at 10c n dozen. 

"Those were the days when men 
wore red flannel underwear and 
slept In It, boys ware red-topped 
long boots with copper toes, men 
chopped wood for the box stove, 
bathed once a week In a. wash-tub 
alongside the kitchen stove, using 



Judd .soap and rain water with 
pollywogs In It, men drnak 10c 
whiskey and 5c beer, went In for 
politics, wore shoes that tupicakcd, 
used rubber bands from fruit Jars 
for garterH, wore paper or cellu- 
loid collnrs, worked 12 hours a day, 
went to church twice on Sunday, 
in Humlay-school once, learned 
many verges from the Bible and if 
they were good boys ttiey got a 
picture-book at the annual Christ- 
mas concert. 

•These follows lived to n ripe 
old age, as attested by Abner him- 
self. Forgot to say that these fel- 
lows took their best girl for n 
buggy ride on May 2t and a sleigh- 
tlde nt Christmas, also they went 
to two shows a year. Uncle Tom's 
Cabin and Ten Nights In a Bar- 
room. Thoso wore the days, and 
now gone forever, 

"Perhaps Seneca Baker could let 
us know the origin of names of 
Rlngwood, Ulootnlngton, Peach's, 
Victoria Square, Churchill, Siloam, 
Goodwood, Oxbridge, etc. llallnn- 
trae was named from n town fn 
tho south of Scotland, although the 
place was nil nettled by north of 
Ireland Orangemen and no 12th of 
July was complete without the 
regular quota from Ballnntrae. 

"Stouffville, of course, gets Its 
name from the pioneer family of 
Stouffers, and I can recollect when 
the older folks called it Stouffor's 
village. 

"Remember as a boy being In 
Stouffville and having a big penny 
to spend, used to be near Dick 
Nell's hotel, a omall bake-shop op- 
erated by two spinsters. They also 
sold candles, so In I walked and 



plunked down my penny and ask- 
ed for a 'Bull's Kyo\ a well-adorned 
square candy of nn amber color 
ami marked with red lines. The 
one clerk said to the other, 'What 
does tho little man want?' and 
she replied ilo wants a Heifer's 
Eye.' Since then I have remem- 
bered that candles are of tho 
feminine gentler. 

"Can also romemlier tho old 
conversation lozenges, with printed 
love motion on Ihom and used by 
hoys and girls nt parties. Sweet 
accents these would be. Also 
temembcr R. J. Daley's Mammoth 
store, later operated by Will Shaw, 
Chatham. Jimmtc Rao's store was 
qultn popular, also Sam Wbrrinor's 
clothing store. Referring to the 
O'Briens, can remember Herb., a 
good ball-player and athtcto who 
lifted to come to Bnllantrno on his 
summer holidays, His brother Ed. 
was In Chatham for years as man- 
ager of an overall factory and was 
responsible for our nthlntlo bnse- 
Imli field and golf course, which arc 
both within city limits, and next 
to our army training centre, where 

1,200 men arc entrained at pres- 
ent. 

"Ed. O'Brien is now down In Capo 
Cod and /operates a chicken farm 
nod serves chicken pies, 6,000 a 
year. He visits here occasionally. 

"Jim O'Brien was chief constable 
of Stouffvlllo and always carried a 
big cans whllo on duty. His daugh- 
ter, Blanche, was a missionary In 
China for 25 years and became tho 
wife of Rev. A. J. Brace."

Rooms Provided By 

Town And Citizens 

OPEN S EVEN NIGHTS 

When this war is over— and 
President Win. Dixon of tho Cit- 
izen-Soldier club doesn't think 
that tiiat is going to bo soon — 
Newmarket citizens will probably 
look back upon the Millard Ave. 
provision for entertainment of 
soldiers as one of tho biggest and 
best war jobs they have done. 

To drop in at tho club any 
evening in the week— and there 
are seven evenings — is to seo 
what is being done. Wednesday 
and Friday evenings, particular- 
ly Wednesday, are the biggest 
nights. These are orchestra 
nights in Max Boag's dance hall 
above the club rooms. 

The club rooms consist of a 
rending and writing room, re- 
cently newly decorated, a large 
lounging room, equipped with 
tables and chairs, ping-pong and 
magazines, and a lunch counter, 
which operates on a cost basis. 

The town of Newmarket pays 
the rent for the rooms, and New- 
market citizens — mostly ladies — 
give their services free. Several 
ladies are on hand every night to 
look after the lunch counter, and 
on Wednesday nights eight or ten 
servo. 

The same ladies serve on the 
same nights week in and week 
out. That is, the committees arc 
the same and most of the com- 
mittee members are present. 
Their helpers vary considerably 
from week to week. 

Councillor Wm. Dixon is pres- 
ident. Mrs. N, L. Mathews is 
vice-president, Frank Courtney, 
secretary. Mrs. Jack King, Mrs. 
Allen Cody and Councillor A. D. 
Evans make up the executive 
committee. 

Wm. White, director of enter- 
tainment, is to be found on the 
job several nights a week. In 
fact, Mr. White, Mrs. King, Mrs. 
Mathews and Mrs. Cody seem to 
be there every time one drops in. 

About 100 soldiers make some 
use of the club every night. 
There are more some evenings, 
and less on others. Some come 
and spend the evening, others ore 
in and out. 

An Idea of the job being done 
is gained from the elaborate or- 
ganization needed to keep the 
club running smoothly every 
night.

Put Seed In, Do Best, 
Carry On Livestock 
Program, Is Advice 

Agricultural Representative Says Trees Too 
Are Late, Give Nature A Chance With Crops 



Delayed seeding should not 
cause the fanner to curtail his 
livestock expansion program, 
Agricultural Representative W. 

M. Cockburn stated this week. 

In addition to the possibility of 
quite substantial yields from 
Ontario farms, in spite of the 
unfavorable weather of the past 
few weeks, western Canada has 
seeded extra acreage of coarse 
grains, and ways will be found of 
bringing this grain to Ontario if 
it should be needed, Mr. Cock- 
burn said. 

"While ordinarily late sown 
grain does not yield satisfactor- 
ily there are a few factors that 
support the seeding of spring 
grains till well into June,'* stated 

Mr. Cockburn this week. "Every- 
thing is away behind, including 



the leaves on our trees, blossoms, | ket." 



etc., and with perhaps better 
than a 50-50 chance of a fair 
crop, that much grain os well as 
the straw will be appreciated by 
the livestock next winter. 

"Should the crop show signs 
of being a failure it can be cut for 
green feed or plowed under as 
a green manure and will be 
worth as such many times its 
cost. Insure against smut by 
treating all grain with one of the 
commercial dusts. 

"Soybeans are still obtainable 
and the more oat hulk we are 
likely to have the more need will 
there be for this protein-rich 
feed for our herds and flocks. 
The seed should be inoculated, 
and cultures can be obtained 
from the seed house*, the Ontario 
Agricultural College or from the 
agricultural office at Ncwmnr-

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PROXY VOTING 

All protestations being made about the necess- 
ity of polling the soldiers on service outside 
Ontario may be a convenient excuse for delaying 
or not having a provincial election. Mr. Nixon 
voted against increasing the life of the legislature. 
That was the thing to do for a private member 
who was a candidate for the leadership. But 
now Mr. Nixon is the premier and he faces a 
plunge into the icy waters of public opinion. It 
is just possible that he would like a year in office 
to show his ability as an administrator before 
"popping the question.'* 

In the dominion elections of 1917 and 1940 
soldiers were given a chance to vote for or 
against particular candidates in their home con- 
stituencies. That gave them a voice in govern- 
ment. But what Ontario proposes to do is to let 
each soldier give a proxy to a relative or friend, 
who will decide how to use the soldier's vote. 
Will this give expression to the soldier's opinion? 
It seems a waste of time and money. It merely 
gives some people two or three votes, while others 
will have only one. Members of the same family 
living in the same home do not always vote alike. 
There is even less reason to think that soidiers 
overseas and their friends or relatives at home 
would vote the same way. 

Of course there may be somebody who receives 
a proxy and knows that the soldier would vote 
differently from the way he would vote himself. 
If there are only two candidates in the .riding, 
the voter will pair his own vote and the proxy 
vote, and stay **t home. If there are three candi- 
dates,, the voter would cast one, say, for the 
Liberal candidate, one for the Conservative 
candidate, and none for the C.C.F. candidate. 

INFLATION 

Donald Gordon, chairman of the wartime prices 
and trade board, states: **Jt is not for the wartime 
prices and trade board to say that maintenance 
of the price ceiling is more important than allow- 
ing increased wage rates or, for that matter, in- 
creased farm prices. But it is the duty of the 
board to point out that such increases will in all 
cases weaken the price ceiling and if carried too 
for will destroy it. The people of Canada will 
have to decide which they want more." 

Mr. Gordon is afraid of higher wages for two 
reasons, increased purchasing power creates more 
demand for the limited supply of civilian goods 
and services and increased wages mean increased 
eosts and increased prices. 

. As it seems, however, that increases in wages 
paid in Canada are inevitable, either through 
longer hours, promotions or wage increases ap- 
proved by the war labor board, perhaps the 
government should try levelling wages by reduc- 
ing high wages. The government itself has set 
the pace in its own plants and construction work 
and in plants constructed to accept goi'crnment 
contracts. When the government built Newmar- 
ket camp, it paid wages which were double pre- 
vailing rates in Newmarket. In at least some 
war plants which are using government money 
to pay high rates of wages there is less efficiency 
and return for the money spent than in many 
industries paying lower wages. 

However, the government has shown much 
foresight in setting up the wartime prices and 
trade board to try to prevent wages and prices 
going up (to everybody's loss), and we must all 
aow help as much as we can to prevent inflation. 

Tfcose who have been underpaid have in many 
instances remained in industries where they will 
have steady employment after the war, and their 
wages over a longer period of years may compare 
favorably with those of some of their friends who 
are much better rewarded now. Soldiers, who 
are not highly paid, arc promised their former 
fobs after the war. Farmers too are putting up 
loyally with underpayment They are getting 
a bigger gross income, largely through greater 
production, but they are, it should be recorded, 
under-paid.

In an advertisement the Royal Bank of Canada 
uses the term "private enterprise/' We note the 
use of the same term in a Bank of Toronto ad- 
vertisement. It would contribute to clear think- 
ing if others who arc campaigning on behalf of 
"private enterprise" would use that term instead 
of the vague "free enterprise" Enterprise has 
not been free since the early days of the indust- 
rial revolution when women and children were 
used as horses in the dark depths of British coal 
mines.. Enterprise has been controlled and 
regulated for a long time, is under special war 
controls at the present time, and is likely to be 
under more control in the future than in the past. 

A number of Ivmdon, Ontario, business men 
recently expressed hope for a temporary con- 
tinuance after the war of some of the present 
controls on prices. It seems to us that there are 
some rules and regulations devised for war 
reasons that are going to remain after the war 
by popular request. For instance, Uic rule that 
an employer or employee must give a week's 
notice before dismissing or resigning would be a 
good one at any time.

Last year this act 
was amended in order to encourage the growing 
of more coarse grains. Last month .the act was 
again amended. The policy of encouraging 
farmers to take land out of wheat production 
was continued; but the bonus paid to those who 
did so was reduced by 50 percent. 

In moving the second reading of this bill the 
Hon. J. H. King gave some interesting informa- 
tion in regard to the working of the act and the 
enormous sums paid in bonuses. He said: "In 
1941 parliament passed an act permitting the 
government to arrange by regulation for taking 
land out of wheat production. The acreage used 
in wheat production in the years 1939 and 1940 
was taken as a basis. Under the regulations the 
government paid §4 for every acre taken out of 
wheat production and put to summer-fallow or 
sown to rye or grasses, and $2 for every' a<-*re 
sown to the coarser grains, such as oats and bar- 
ley. As rye ana * grasses are sown iu the fail and 
come to maturity the next season, there had to be 
a dating back to the period of sowing in the fall 
of 1940 or 1941, for the payments on rye and 
grasses, $2 at the time of sowing and $2 on the 
1st of July the following year. 

"Considerable reduction in wheal acreage was 
brought about by this regulation. It is estimated 
that about ten million acres were taken out of 
wheat acreage and put into summer-fallow, 
coarse grains, grasses or rye, and a sum of $34,- 
500,000 was paid to farmers for this reduction. 

"The plan is that from now on the government 
will pay a flat $2 per acre for land taken out of 
wheat production and put to summer-fallow or 
sown to grasses, rye or coarser grains. In other 
words, there will no longer be any payment on 
the basis of $4 an acre." 

rn the opinion of those who foresee an acute 
food shortage after the war, the passing of tins 
measure has been a great mistake, even allowing 
for the fact that storage facilities might not prove 
sufficient for another heavy crop; and as to that 
$34,500,000 taken from our taxes and paid to 
farmers as rewards for not growing wheat, when 
the world is already hungry and will soon be 
starving, we can only say, "It's a strange world." 
If that huge sum of money had been used to put- 
chase Canadian v/heat and send it to hungry 
countries impoverished by Nazi tyranny it would 
have been a gesture worth-while.

Before June 30 all consumers 
(including farmers) who store 
meat in lockers must declare m 
writing to the nearest Branch of 
the Ration Administration, the 
quantity of rationed meat they 
have in storage over and above 
8 lbs. per person in the household.

Here's A Way To Fool 
Slugs And Save Plants 

(lly Rudy Rtnilos, Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 
tt is most important lo harden 
off vegetable plants before plant- 
ing them out to ensure n success- 
ful start In the open garden. It 
is a must with both early crops 
and particularly with melons, 
cucumbers and tomatoes. The 
reasons for hardening off are: 

(a) less loss in case of late frosts; 

(b) more ability to stand dry 
weather daya to come; (e) n much 
bettor root growth; and (d) much 
earlier crops. 

The hardening process is one 
of reducing watering and grad- 
ually exposing the young plants 
lo cooler lem|>eratures oulalde 
the house, at first in daytime and 
later, when safe, at night. Hard- 
ened plants are able to withstand 
much better the dry wind."* and 
sudden change.** in temperature, 
which you are liable lo get at 
planting time. 

Are you troubled with slugs in 
your garden? If you place fresh 
orange peels at your plants you'll 
find that during the night quite 
a few slugs will have collected 
on the outside of the pool. It's 
an easy matter to drop the slugs 
in a can of coal oil and water 
and thus get rid of them. 

This is the time to move trees 
and Hhrubs, particularly conifer- 
ous trees, such as pine, spruce 
and cedars.

"Your worship, this is the first 
time that I have been drunk like 
this," pleaded the accused. 

"You mean to say that you have 
never been drunk before?" asked 
Magistrate Mcllveen. 

••No, I wouldn't say that,- re- 
plied the defendant. 

"You mean, this is the first time 
that you were caught up with," 
smiled his worship. 

"I guess it Is the first time that 
I've ever been caught up with," 
agreed the accused. 

•This is a case where I would 
like to have a week before handing 
down judgment," commented Mag- 
istrate Mcllveen after hearing evi- 
dence Jn a charge of keeping a 
common gaming-house, against 
Harry Home, 1297 Queen St. W-, 
Toronto, and James A. Kllpatrick, 
Orchard Beach. The men were 
Jointly charged. 

A second charge, disposing of 
goods, wares or merchandise at 
the premises known as "Home- 
vllle" by "a mode of chance or 
mixed chance and skill, in which 
the contestant pays money there- 
for," was also adjourned until 
next week. With the consent of 
both N. I* Mathews, K.C., for the 
crown and R, H. Greer, K.C., for 
the defence, the evidence which was 
beard in the first charge is to 
apply in the second. Both defend- 
ants pleaded not guilty In each 
case. 

According to County Constable 
Allen Wallace, he and Constable 
C. McGlade, on information receiv- 
ed, went to the premises of Mr. 
Home at Orchard Beach on May 
24 with a search warrant. He 
stated that on entering the build- 
ing, which consisted of a dance 
hall, refreshment counter and 
living quarters, he and the other 
police officer proceeded to play 
the amusement machines, which 
were visible along the walls. 

"I "operated the electric crane," 
stated the officer. "On the first 
operation, the arm, which had 
sort of claws attached, picked up 
a •kewpi' doll." . 

Constable Wallace explained 
that he operated the machine 
three times, receiving one other 

cardboard article. He said that 
he operated another machine 
known as the "pin-ball" machine, 
but received nothing out of it. 

"In this machine, when I insert- 
ed a nickel in the slot, five balls 
were released, which shot up into 
the table part of the machine, hit 
bumpers on the way back and lit 
up numbers," he explained. 

The officer went on to say that 
a third machine which he operated 
was a racing machine in which 
there were several metal horses 
which meed along grooved tracks 
when a nickel was placed fn a 
*lot. He said that he operated 
this machine ten times and obtain- 
ed nothing but slugs from the 
machine, which Mr. Kllpatrick 
told him could not be cashed but 
had to be played in the machine. 

Constable Wallace added that 
when he, Constable McGlade, Con- 
stables William Hill and Carl 
Morton, returned to the premises 
later they seized five pin-ball 
machines, on© crane machine nnd 
n racing machine. He said that 



during a discussion with Mr. 
Home, the owner, and Mr. Kll- 
patrick, his manager, the former 
told him that he had paid $4,000 
for amusement machines for the 
premises. 

Upon cross-examination by Col. 
Greer, counsel for the defence. 
Constable Wallace admitted that 
be had seen signs on the premises 
saying "No gambling." 

"What I want to know is why 
Mr. Home's place was singled out 
when other places with similar 
machines, which are operated all 
year long, were not?" asked the 
defence. 

"I would suggest that you ask 

Chief Stuart." replied the" witness. 

He added that he had been told 
by his superior officer to investi- 
gate. 

County Constable Hill told his 
worship that he had not been pres- 
ent when Constable Wallace played 
the machines but had , been there 
when the seizure was made. Ques- 
tioned by Mr. Mathews, as to what 
the premises consisted of. Con- 
stable Hill stated that there were 
about 20 cottages and a pavilion. 
located near Orchard Beach. Lake 
Simcoe. In reply to queries of the 
defence. h e stated that the place 
was operated in an orderly fashion 
with no drinking, and was a credit 
to the community. 

On the stand, Mr. Home stated 
cd to his worship that he had pur- 
chased the property about 12 years 
previously and had spent §50.000 
on improvements. As he had "a 
w:ell established business, known 
nation-wide," he did not depend on 
it for a source, of revenue but ran 
it as ;l hobby. He said that he 
had been to Washago Beach some 
time previously and had seen the 
machines in operation and thought 
that they would be a source of 
amusement to those vacationing at 
"HomeviUe." He added that his 
establishment was a summer re- 
sort, open only for the summer 
months. 

-I am quite prepared to say that 
with the exception of the crane 
machine there is no evidence that 
the other machines arc worked 
illegally," conceded the crown. U I 
am quite prepared to say that Mr. 
Home may have done this inno- 
cently. The crane machine is a 
game of chance or mixed chance 
and skill. Sometimes it yields 
candies, articles, etc." 

Counsel for the defence con- 
tended that' the machine was not 
a gaming machine. 

"I'd like a week to think this 
over." seated his worship, "in this 
case It is really only a question 
of whether the machine is a gam- 
ing machine or not. It is a ques- 
tion of Mr. Home's, reputation in 
the community." 

Finding a Whitchurch township 
man guilty of threatening his 
father. Magistrate Mcllveen bound 
him over in the sum of $100 to 
keep the peace for one year.

sons had been fighting and when 

he tried to separate tbem by hold- 
ing one, the latter threatened to 
"smash us both up." 

The accused denied threatening 
or having a club. 

"Did you ever hit him before?" 
asked his worship. 

"Not unless he hit me first," re- 
plied the defendant. 

"But he's your father, have you 
no respect for him?" asked his 
worship. 

After hearing evidence in a 
charge of assault against the mar- 
ried brother. Magistrate Mcllveen 
dismissed the charge saying that 

he thought the first brother "got 

what he deserved. Any man who 

puts hands on his father deserves 

what he got. You can't blame a 

boy who comes to the rescue of 
his father." 

According to the first brother, 
he lived with his fMher on a farm 
in Whitchurch, and on the night 
before the fight had gone to 
Stouffvllle. where he purchased 
grain, which he took to the mill 
and had cleaned. On the day in 
question, he said, he bad had 
words with his father because the 
latter had given his married 
brother a bushel of the grain. He 
said that during the argument he 
gave his father a shove with his 
foot.

The first brother went on to say 
that on his return from Stonff- 
ville, a short time later, his broth- 
er stopped him at the foot of his 
lane and questioned him about hit- 
ting his father.

My father, who was cultivat- 
ing in the field, came and held 
me. My brother hit me in the eye." 

Asked by the crown wfiy he 
didn't leave the farm, the witness 
stated that all his brothers had 
left the farm and that he was the 
only one left.

Detective-Sgt. Sidney Bnrra- 
clough testified that on May 19. at 
1 p.m., he was called to the office 
of Dr. G. W. Williams, Aurora, 
whore he found the first brother 
with a badly bruised eye and nose. 
He said that he went to the farm 
where the married brother worked 
and questioned him. The latter 
admitted that he might have 
struck his brother before he got 
out of the car but denied that he 
hit him while his father held him. 

On the stand the accused denied 
striking his brother while he was 
in the car and stated t'nat the 
latter had threatened to "pound" 
him with a stick. 

"He says that you struck him 
while your father held him. is that 
correct?" asked Arleigh Armstrong, 



the accused's counsel. 

"No, I didn't," replied the accus- 
ed.

"There are five brothers," ex- 
plained the crown. "The first 
brother is the only one who Is 
staying at home. When, there is 
trouble he usually sticks up for his 
sister and mother. He didn't call 
them as witnesses, as he didn't 
want to embarass them." 

'There is not enough evidence to 
warrant a conviction," replied his 
worship.
